FEAOS OK "WAK. 



Notwithsianding tho telegrapliic iii- 
telligence from day to day given in 2Vie 
Colonist aa to the progress of pacifica- 
tory arrangements at tho Berlin Con- 
gress, it is still impossible to pre- 
dict -what a day may bring 
forth between the nations chief- 
ly concerned, namely, Russia, Tur- 
key, Great Britain and Austria. Al- 
though for all four peaco is by far tho 
greatest interest, yet a spark, the result 
of disAppoiiited Ilussian greed of terri- 
tory, of Turkish mortification and atub- 
bormiesSvOf British misconception or 
Austrian aistrust, may precipitate a 
conflict tlie outcome of which no man 
can predict After tho groat preparations 
already made for possible hostilities, it 
■will indeed bo a triumph for tho mod- 
ern methods of settling international 
disputes if the Congress now in session 
can amicably adjust the momentous 
questions at issue and place tho afiaira 
of Eastern Europe in a condition of laat- 
.ing stability. Whether or not peaco 
can now be maintained between Groat 
Britain and Kuasia, these countries will 
certainly in the future watch each 
other witli a jealous eye. Russia will 
not cease from troublini,' tho rrorld's 
peaco in one direction or another, and 
on the confines of India or on the North 
Pacific, whore on tho Amoor hor pre- 
parations for aggression are already so 
greatj she may iinphigo again on Brit- 
ish interests, or on those of Britain's al- 
lies. In view of such probabilities there 
should bo no relapse on tho j)art of 
Great Britain with hor world-wide 
commerce in tho endeavor to [jrovent 
war by being at all important points 
prepared for it. One stop in this di- 
rection would be the adoption of mea- 
sures for the gradual peojiling of tho 
bays of our coast from tho Fucan to the 
Naase Strait To tho Oroftera, living 
on the seashore of tho Western and 
North-wostern Highlands of Scotland, 
about whose permanently distressed 
condition bo luuch was last year writ- 
ten in the columns of the Times, tho 
ScoUiinan, and various Provincial 
papers, our coast would be an earthly 
paradise. There are plenty of tracts 
which when cleared would afTord gai-- 
den land and jiotato patchea At tlie 
Hudson Bay Company's posts along the 
coast a largo yioltl of potatoes per acre 
and the unfailing production of excel- 
lent vegetables lia\'e, we learn, been 
the rule. Malcolm Island in Queon 
Charlptte Sound would, we have been 
informed, accommodate about a hun- 
dred families of fishermen. A couple 
of experienced Victoria j)olicomen loft 
with a party of colonists for three or 
four months would bring abont proper 
relations between them and the Indians. 
Thereafter tho occasional visit of a gun- 
boat might be advisable. An immedi- 
ately profitable industry for such set- 
tlers would bo the preparation for laar- 
ket of dogfish and shark oil, both find- 
ing ready sale in Victoria.

A cable dispatch to tho Toronto G/obe 
quotes as follows from an editorial in 
the London Times of June 12 : . " Earl 
•Dufferin's viceregal career has been 
singularly brilliant throughout, drawing 
to a close amid events of historic im- 
portance. There is no manner of doubt 
that the speech reflects the feeling of 
the Canadian people, that the en- 
thusiasm with which it is filled has 
been let loose by a true wakening to 
national life. To this gi'owth of 
healthy, energetic patriotism Earl Dull- 
erin's viceroyalty has largely contribut- 
es. Never before have tlie American 
colonies been ruled by a statesman who 
so well know how to call forth the best 
qualities of the people by appealing to 
noble sentiments and lofty aspirations. 
Earl Dufl'crin's task, to develop a self- 
reliant spirit becoming a young nation 
with loyalty to its Motlier country, has 
succeeded beyond all cxj)cctation. It 
is impossible to deny that the Dominion 
has recently given a signal proof of its 
advance in national dignity and 
strength, while it has placed on record 
by deeds and Avords its loyal devotion 
to the Empire of which it forms an im- 
portant part, The review at Montreal 
represents forces which the most pow- 
erful Sovereigns might bo i)roud to 
command, troops constituted of the first 
offerings of Canadian loyalty, thd first 
prints of Canadian patriotism. Their 
presence and the popular enthusiasm it 
evoked is evidence of the intensity v>ith 
which Canadians cliorisli the tics bind- 
ing them to the Mother Country. The 
danger of England being drawn into a 
European war called out all their latent 
regard for the Mother Country. No 
doubt tho disinterested character of the 
offers of aid from tlie colonists impress- 
ed the Imperial Government, and the 
spirit which prompted them may rise to 
a still higher level under ])reHsure. Tlie 
devotion disj)layed constitutes a large 
reserve of Imperial power. This 
solicitude for the honor of England 
sustains the Imperial policy, visibly as- 
serts tho dignity and power of the Em- 
pir& This uprising is also most valu- 
able practically, as securing the safety' 
of the colonies them.selves."

The London correspondent (jf the 
Wceto-n Daily Press says that two 
young peers are organizing a crusade 
against Sabbatarianism. The Earl of 
Roseberry and the Earl of Dmiraven 
have just decided to conduct a vigorous 
campaign in all the great toAvns in 
England, Scotland and Ireland, and 
agitate for some approach to a conti- 
nental Sunday. Lord Roseberry has 
been regarded as the rising hope of tho 
Liberal party in Scotland. Lord Dun- 
raven is one of the most liberal-minded 
of Irish peers, and lias traveled in all 
parts of the world. 

Mr. William Campbell, the Scottish 
giant has died at his own house, the 
Duke of Wellington, Newcastle-ou- 
Tync, at the age of 2G. Campbell has 
been oxliibiting at the Egyptian Hall, 
and returned to Newcastle, intending 
to stay only a few days. He stood 
6 feet 3 inches, weighed 1)2 stouo, 
measured 96 inches round the shoulder.s, 
76 round the breast, 47 round the 
thigh, and 3.'5 round the calf of the leg. 
He was only ill ten days. Tlu! funeral 
took place at Newcastle yesterday. 
About 10,000 people were jiresent in 
the cemetery. The coffin was 7 feet 
long, 3 foot 6 inches wide, and 2 feet 
10 inches deep. The window and the 
brickwork to the level of tlu; iloor liad 
to bo taken out, and the colli n was 
lowered by means of block and tackle 
to a rolley from the third story uf tlu' 
Duke of Wellington Inn, Highbridge. 
The coffin, lined with lead, weighed 
with the body, 52 stone. 

A wife poisoner, Eugcno Marie 
Chantrelle, has sullercd execution in 
Edinburgh. Tho culprit occupied a 
good position in the city as a teacher of 
languages, and he married the deceased 
ten years ago, before she was eighteen 
years of age. Tho married life of the 
couple was very unhappy, and Chan- 
troUe frequently threatened to tak(! his 
wife's life. The.se threats ho carried 
out in January last, when ho admin- 
istered to his wife a narcotic poison 
which caused death. Before and after 
his conviction Ghantrelle, who strenu- 
ously protested his innocence, maintain- 
ed a cool, indifi'erent demanour. The 
execution was precedeil by a brief re- 
ligious service in which the convict 
took part, and then ho was turned over 
to ^larwood. He walked lirmly on to 
the scafibld and died immediately on 
the drop bouig drawn. The Phrenolo- 
gical Society of JSdinburgh have ap- 
plied to Mr. Cross, through Mr. Cowan, 
M.P., for permission to take a cast of 
Cliantrelle's skull. iMr. CroHS declined 
to accede to the request on tho ground 
that no such permission has been given 
since the year 18GC. 

The Daily News says that the Thiimes 
is now sti'ongly fortified, but the great- 
est safeguard of all lies in the removal 
of all buoys and beacons from tho 
waterway; if these were got rid of, not 
even a Thames pilot, it is said, could 
navigate a heavy ship up the Thames 
in safety. * 

The Right Rev. Dr. Gregg, Protest- 
ant Bishop of Cork, has died; after- an 
ilhiess extending over a month. He 
had reached his 80th year. He was 
ordained in 1822, and acquired some 



fame as a preacher while he was attach- 
ed to the incumbency of Holy Trinity 
parish, Dublm. The deceased Prekte 
was appointed Archdeacon of Kildwre 
in 1S57, and was made Bishop of Cork, 
'Cloyne and Ross in 18G2.

Fulillc Schools Ezamlnatlon. 

Tho annual luidsininnor cxaniinatiou of 
pupils attending tho public scIiooIh of this 
city todk placo yosturilaj- and was vorj' 
satisfactorily canduotcd. A largo nuiaber 
of parents and friends of the pupils watcli- 
ed the proceedings with great interest and 

.- expressed themaolvea in torius appreciat- 
ing the advancement made and tlie 
general proficiency nttained. The oxiun- 
ination of the l)oy.s cnuunenced at nine 
o'clock in tlio iiKirnin^' iind lasted until a 
little after noon. Tim princij);!! of the 
department, Mr. C. C. AIcKou/.io, <iuea- 
tioned tho pupils in arithmetic, geography 
and hiatonr, and tho alacrity with which 
mnny of tho most difiicuU interrogatories 
were answered w.as conclusivo evidence 
that not only tho pupils, but tho teacher 
also, were entitled to much credit for per- 
severance and ability. The boys wore ad- 
dressed by Rev. Mr. Jfoid and Mr. J. 
Fell, both gentlemen coinpliiuenting them 
on their progress and exhorting them to 
avail themselves to tho fullest extent of 
the opportunities aflbrded thorn by tho 
existing system of education. The oiani- 
ination of the second division of tho boys' 
department took place- on Wednesday last. 
Tho oxaminatioa of the girls commenced 
ahortly after one p. m. yeaterdiiy. Tlie 
pupils of the first division wore questioned 
tn geography by Mr. Phinney; by Mr. C. 
0. McKenzio in liistory and Mr. Kaje in 
English grammar, whilst tlie pupils of tho 
second division were examined in reading 
and spelling by Rev. Mr. Reid. Tho 
manner in- which tho pupils acquitted 
thomsclres rcflocts most creditably on the 
ladies tmder whoso tuition they have been 
arid although on this occasion no prizes 
were presented, tho eulogies of those who 
heard tho answers given by the pupils 
must have proved most ])leasing and en- 
couraging. The children, who appeared 
to bo in tho best of health and spirits,, 
were all neatly attired, and were compli- 
mented by the Rev. Mr. Roid on the dis- 
position they evinced to obey their teach- 
ers with alacrity and good feeling. On the 
suggestion of Mr. Fell tho Hon. Mr. 
Wnlkoni also delivered a brief address to 
tho pupils, giving them sound advice as to 
making the best of the opportunities af- 

. fordod them in their youthful days and 
explaining that with perseverance, the 
highest position in tho Province was with- 
in the reach of the boys at least. He 
showed, too, that in this age of progress 
many occupations in years gone by deem- 
ed fitted only for the male box were now 
followed by women whose sphere of uae- 
fulnesB was ever on the incroRso. He ex- 
horted them to obedience, not only to 
their teachers but to their parents, and 
asked them to reflect, on the conclusion 
of each day's work, wliother they had 
made the best poagible use of their time 
and could with ^tisfaction to themselves 
say that they had taken another step in 
tho march of progress and improvement. 
Rev. Mr. Reid in his ;uldres3 asked the 
girls to take any of tlio model English 
women as their guide in life and endeavor 
to attain to the i)ro-ominonce tliey had 
reached.

THE STBAm OF GIBRALTAR. 



Captain Paul Boy ton, who made 
liimself a European reputation by 
sivimming across tho English Channel 
in his life-saving suit, has recently 
crossed the Straits of Gibraltar, start- 
ing at Caripa at 7:50 a. m. of tho 20th 
of JSIarcli, and landing at Tangier at 
12:55 [). in. of the same day, having 
been in* the water sixteen hours and 
five minutes. The correspondent of 
the Kansas City Times accompanied 
Captaiu Boyton with others in a sail- 
boat, aiul took notes during tho trip 
across. The morning wdieii tho start 
was made was very cokl, and the water 
■was by no means smooth. Tho Captain 
enclosed in his apparatus, armed with 
his usual paddle, having a formidablo 
Bword blade attached to each end, and 
a formidable dagger sheathed to his 
■waist, as weapons of tlefence, against 
any attack of sharks, jumped into tho 
sea amid tho enthusiastic cheering of 
tho crowd and the encouniging remarks 
of his friends. His first act was to 
swim towards a rock close by Tarifa 
Light Ilou.se, saiil to bo tho most 
southern jwint of Europe, which he 
touched with his hand, at the same 
time bidding farewell to Spain. It 
was th(!n that ho got fairly under 
way; steering south-west, weather 
calm, with a smooth sea; he being in 
excellent spirits and fully confident of 
success in his enterprise. Tho south- 
west course was taken as . ho ex])ected 
to meet witli the current .setting east- 
ward which would carry him more eas- 
ily towards Couta, his point of destin- 
ation; t^is calculation however proved 
fallacious, for the current turned out 
to bo setting from quite the opposite 
diri^ction, and was therefore gradually 
drifting him to the westward. 

The correspondent's notedjook sIio'wb 
thtit tho Captain, after having been in 
tho water only ten minutes, sang a 
song, and in twenty miiiutes more dis- 
jjcrsed a shoal of propoiso by firing n 
jiistol at them, and then took a sail 
from the boat to help him make time. 
The .sail was. of no good, however, and 
he handed it back and paddled away 
merrily, meanwhile smoking a cigar to 
beguile tho time awa;^.* Between this 
time and 10:10 Boyton ato some bread 
and cheese and drank some brandy, and 
then hoisted sail again and steered for 
i^Iatabata Point. At 12:10 ho jjassed 
tho British stcanier Gloncarn and was 
cheered by the passengers and crow. At 
two o'clock such a high sea was rolling 
that Boyton was begged to give up tho 
undertaking, but ho piMsisted and 
steered away for the African coast, 
though tho wind was blowing directly 
against him. At G:.'50 it had become 
quite dark, and, the current setting in, 
he was driven, as well as tho boat, 
more and more from the African shore. 
In regard to this the notes say : 

" Tho boisterous wind and sea, in 
conjunction with the rapid current and 
heavy overfalls again caused Boyton to 
drift away from the boat, so that wo 
soon lost sight of him. After cruising 
about in all directions and hailing 
with all our might, wo were at last re- 
lio^•ed by a distinct hail which proved 
a guide to his whereabouts, and by pro- 
ceeding in tho proper direction wo 
came up to him, but not without a 
great risk and very hard work. On 
reaching him the crew became very 
violent in their language and conduct, 
and insisted on his getting on board, as 
they declared we were all drifting fast 
into tho Atlantic ocean. Boyton, how- 
ever was firm in his resolve on contin- 
uing his attempt to reach tho African 
coast. Seeing which, three of the crew 
leaned over the boat's side and endeav- 
ored to drag Boyton on board by main 
force. This movement caused Boyton 
to become very excited in his turn, and 
pointing his sword-blado on tho end of 
his paddle at them, he threatened to 
plunge it into any man who dared to 
touch him. The crow, thereupon, took 
their oars again, finding that their ef- 
forts to convince Boyton of tho danger 
that ho and those on board were in 
were utterly futile. Boyton began to 
sing, with tho object, if possible, of en- 
couraging tho men and dissipating their 
apprehension. " 

In a little while Boyton was lost 
again, and again found, and this time 
he really desired assistance, for a shark 
was swimming in large circles around 
him. A dynamite cartridge was handed 
him from the boat, and having lighted 
it he threw it at the shark, and after 
the explosion saw nothing of his in- 
(luiaitive visitor. At 1 2:30 ie had gOt 
into the waters of Tangier Bay, and 
hoisting sail, crossed the reef and landed 
at 12:55 p.m. Soino Moors were at- 
tracted to the placo of landing by 
Captain Boyton's cries to tho boat, 
but they were frightened by the C!a])- 
tain's odd appearance, and ran of as 
rapidly as possible. He then swam 
to the boat, and his armor being taken 
off, his clothes were found only to bo 
damp, l)ut he was very much exhausted 
when the feat was really over. Colonel 
Matthews, tho American Consul-Gener- 
al at Tangier, met tho party and 
treated them with the greatest hospi- 
tality.

Atlanta, Go., Juno 1. — On yester- 
day afternoon, nt three o'clock, fourteen 
miles west of Amoricus, tin- iiegTO la- 
borers of John W. Caldwell, a well-to-do 
farmer, forty-five years old, saw him 
standing on his housetop waving his 
hand. They st.irted to the house and 
met his little girl, Emma, five years old 
who said, "Pa has killed ma!" "S\'l'.eii 
they arrived at tho house, tho laborers 
say Caldwell j,umped to tho grounil. The 
fall stunned him. They took liim up 
and carried him in-tloors, where they 
saw ]\Irs Caldwell, her sister. Miss 
Alitcliell, and three of the children, 
lying side by side, all brained by blows 
from a heavy iron, and 

gallons op blood 
Puddled about on the floor. The la- 
borers laid Caldwell down and ran. He 
got up and, following, liegged thcni to 
kill him. He then wont to the well 
jumped in, got out and jumped in again 
got out again, and -went to tho gin-house, 
where he uwt his eldest son, IC years 
old, and told him he had kilk'd all tho 
j)(!ople at the house and was going to 
kill himself. The son dissuaded him, 
but ho climbed to tho roof and threw 
himself to the ground, producing death 
instantly. Wben the reporter reached 
tho scene, at nine o'clock this morning, 

a noRRinLH spectacle 
Met his view. Caldwell and his wife 
lay on one bed, and the tin-ei! children 
and Miss,Mitchell on another, all with 
the most ghastly wouiuIh u]iou their 
heads and faces. A heavy bar of iron, 
a hoc, and a smoothing iron were tho 
weajions, and were marked with blood 
and hair. Tlio victims had been killed 
at various jilaces about tho house, and 
then dragged together in the dining 
room by the fiend. The neighbors, 
gathering, had placed them on tho bcd.s. 
The floor and yard wore marked all 
over -with Caldwell's foot-prints in 
blood. The little girl, Emma, who es- 
caped, states that he 

ASKED HER IF SUE WISHED TO LIVE 

And then told her to run. Many neigh- 
bors stated to ■ tho reporter that they 
thought Caldwell perfectly sane when ho 
committed the deed. His(ddest son stat- 
ed that his father was on tho plantation 
in tho forenoon, and at dimiervos morose 
and ate littlo, stating that he would re- 
main at the house in tho afternoon. Cald- 
well had eight children. Throe were at 
school. Those killed are : Nancy Alice, 
aged ton years; Robert Ilomor, aged six, 
and Lotta, .aged two. Mrs. Caldwell was 
forty, and Miss Mitchell thirty. Tho lat- 
ter was killed in tho yoi'd while trying to 
escape, being brained vdth a hoe. All tho 
wounds wero on the heads. Noighbora 
running to tho scene s.aw Caldwell jump 
fiom tho gin house. Ho told the negro 
laborers to run for Representative Davi- 
son, his near neighbor, as 

HE HAD "played HELL," 

But was in his senses. The reporter was 
told that ho had boon aberrated for some 
timo, but tho neighbors dony this. He 
was usually a mild, quiet num and a good 
citizen, in good circuinatances. Most of 
those present thought that domestic trou- 
ble concerning Miss Mitchell was the cause 
of tho tragedy. She has lived with Cald- 
■^^■oll twenty years. Tho family physician 
thinks difl'eront from tho neighbors con- 
corning Mias Mitchell. Thero aro five 
children left, two of whom -are nearly 
grown. Caldwell was a good farmer, high- 
ly respootod, and a church member. It is 
thought from tho statements of little Em- 
ma that Mrs. Caldwell was tho first vic- 
tim. Tho coroner's jury found in accord- 
ance with tlie facts.
